At_9 o'ctock that night the typhoon 
gun was fired, but as, the wind was then 
blowing with hurricane force from the north. 
east, the warning was altopether superfluous, 
The barometer at 6 a.m. yenterday was 
down to 29.55, at Q a.m. 29.20, and at fo a.m, 
29.08. About noon it went up to 29,25, and 
then all danger bad apparently passed, 
Capt. Clarke informed our representative that 
@. large passenger junk, Jaden with aboot 
$t5,000 worth of ‘silk and some fifty 
passengers, foundered near his vessel}, and {t was 
gale Irapossible to render any asalstance to her, 

‘a ather large junks broke away from thelr 
moorings and were dashed to pleces on the - 
rocks to leeward, all hands being lost. A good 
deal of the shipping in- Macao, the boures on 
shore and'the Praya have sufl-red considerably, 
but detalls of the damage are not yet obtainable,
